About a week since, I heard some soldier 
speaking of there being a body of one of our 
soldiers lying behind a building in "Old Car- 
thage, 1 ' some two and a half miles from here, 
on the Mis9issipppi river, but I belived nothing 
of it. l'ffsterday I was sent with my comaany 
out that way to repair roads. Some of my 
boys were down that way, and, returning, 
said there was such body there.

(Correspondence of the Lonisvills Jonrnal.) 
Mcbfhibsboro, Tunis., May 20, 1863. 
Were you to visit Murfreesboro you could 
hardly believe, after visiting the camps, that 
we are actually on the theatre of war. The 
army has more the appearance of a spectator 
than a participant. The only excitement vis- 
ible is at the depot when the train arrives 
with the newspapers. We have anxiously 
watched the course of the tornado of battle 
that has lately swept the East and South with 
its bloody mantle and speculated, not without 
some misgivings, as to the bearing results in 
these quarters will have on the struggle that 
must soou engage the armies here. The peo- 
ple and the armies are impatient to test tho 
question of supremacy in Tennessee. One 
army oppresses, but two will totally impover- 
ish and beggar a people. 

Quite a number of very intelligent and well- 
informed lady refugees have lately arrived 
from Shelbyville, and bring valuable informa- 
tion concerning rebel movements. They coa- 
cur in saying that heavy forces have been sent 
southward, probably to reinforce Johnston, 
who is in command of the rebel forces in the 
vicinity of Jackson. Three brigades are known 
to have marched from Shelbyville to Wartrace, 
and there taken the cars for Chattanooga, 
where they were afterwards seen. This, taken 
in connection with the despatches from Gens. 
Dodge and Hurlbat, who report large rein- 
forcements en route from Georgia and South 
Carolina, evidently discovers a design oa the 
part of the enemy to hurl against Grant, who 
is in possession of Jackson, not only sufficient 
force to compel him to evacuate, but if possi- 
ble to annihilate him, and thus weaken the 
army assailing Vicksburg . 

Rebel papers claim that reinforcements from 
Georgia and South Carolina have for some 
time been going forward to TulUhom i. They 
represent the soldiers as higbly^lelighted at 
being transferred to a field where they can» 
fight men unprotected by iron-clads. Two 
brigades arc said to have moved up to Eagle- 
ville, and other forces to Fosterville. Promi- 
nent relel officers claimed, in conversation 
with refugees, that, with the reinforcements 
already received and those expected from other 
quarters, Bragg would soon take the offensive. 

The two rebel regiments of cavalry (3d Geor- 
gia and one from Alabama), lately moved up 
to the vicinity of Readyville. and now en- 
camped in Dug Hollow, have been somewhat 
annoying to our forces in thai region. They 
have been daily making visits to a point not 
far from the works at Cripple Creek, and in- 
quiring in reference to the strength and move- 
ments of our troops in the vicinity. Having 
frequently expressed to the citizens an anxiety 
to meet some of the Yankees, General Pal- 
mer concluded to gratify them. On Saturday 
last, with his escort and a company from the 
1st Middle Tennessee cavalry, in all about 90 
men, the General rode out to Young's; a sta- 
tion at the cress roads where the rebels had 
been in the habitof visiting, and found that 
Lieut Colonel Thompson of the 3i Georgia, 
with SOmen, had left only an hour before. 
Anxious to test the mettle of the rebels with 
'forces so equal in numbers, the General spurred 
forward in pursuit. Striking the Brady ville 
pike he had followed it but a short distance, 
when be discovered the enemy drawn up in 
line of battle in a lane, a short distance from 
the pike. Determined to give the rebsls 
a brush at any rate, a line of battle was 
instantly formed. In a moment after the 
glittering sabres were gleaming above 
the line, and the men, led by the 
intrepid General, were charging at full gallop 
toward the foe. The rebels bad no sabres, 
and quietly awaited the advance. When suf- 
ficiently near, as they thought, to make their 
ehots effective, they poured in a volley on our 
forces, which luckily only killed a few horses 
and wounded five men. Nothing daunted the 
Federals pushed forward and attacked them 
with the sabre. The enemy displaying a 
courage and intrepidity worthy a better cause, 
clubbtd their carbines on horseback and 
fought desparately for a few minutes. Leav- 
ing five dead on the field and eighteen prison- 
ers in the hands of the Federals, the enemy re- 
treated to the glades and succeeded in making 
good his escape. Lieut. Col. Thompson was 
at one time our prisoner, but succeeded, in the 
midst of the confusion, in eluding the guards, 
and soon after Ie1 away his men. This is de- 
cidedly the most brilliant little cavalry dash 
we have had since the battle at Franklin. Gea. 
Palmer ar,d his loyal Tennesseeans are deter- 
mined to plutk the laurels, where there are any 
to be won. 

It seems almost, if not entirely, impossible 

0 make e.ny impression on the lurking guer- 
illa bunds that infest the country iu our rear. 

001 Wilder is determined to rid the country 
of them if continued scouring will conduce to 
that end. The prisoners he brings in claim 
that they are organized by authority of the 
Confederate government, and licensed to prac- 
tise all kinds of depredations. Never were 
men better mounted and armed for the dan- 
gerous at well as base and inglorious service 
they have voluntarily undertaken. Their 
horses are ever in pood condition, and selected 
with a v'ew to lleetness. Tne men are ac- 
quainted with every foot-path, by-road, and 
se biary hiding place in the hills and rough ra- 
vines throughout the region they infest. It is 
eiptional wilh them whether they fight or es- 
cape. Pursuit is impossible almost, or ex- 
ceedingly hazardous, at least 

The acts of these fearless bands stamp them 
ns nothing more nor less than organized bri- 
gands, and it is high time that Government 
denies to brigandage the privileges due to those 
engaged in honorable warfare. Until this is 
done, authorized thievery will attract to its 
staLdard a force so formidable that it will 
only be crushed at the expense of many lives 
and much time that orght to be made availa- 
ble against armed rebellion. 

Col. Robert Johnson has been relieved from 
duty to set about raising the brigade whi :h he 
has been authorized to organize from Eist 
Tennessee. The Colonel is exceedingly ener- 
getic, crd deservedly very popular. If a bri- 
gade can be raised in East Tennessee no better 
men to carry forward the work with vigor 
could have been selected.

"What means this stir in Borne to-day?'* 
About ten o'clock this morninir our regi- 
ment was ordered out to the front double 
tjuiek. In less than ten minutes we were on 
ihe road but had no idea where we were 
iroinK, only that there was a fuss somewhere. 
We had not proceeded far before we met Gen. 
Palmer an.l escort returning from the front 
bringinK with them several prisoners. Upon 
inquiry I learned that the General, accom- 
panied by several of his staff officers (Capts. 
Norton, Howland, and Peck), and escorted by 
a portion of a company of Stoke's Tennessee 
cavalry and his body guard, rode out early in 
the morning to learn, if possible, the nature 
of the country in our front, no adeeiuate maps 
of the country having been maiie. When 
the party struck the Bradyville pike they 
turned towards Murfreesboro, but cameupjn 
a party of rebels numbering about 100. The 
General commanded a charge and for a por- 
tion of the way led it himself. He then took 
| position to direct the movements of his troops. 
| Our cavalry rushed upon the enemy anil a 
j I.: u.l to band light ensued, the enemy soon 
taking to tho run for safety. The result of 
this charge was highly successful. The enemy 
bed four wounded and one killed. Our los3 
was two wounded. We captured two cap- 
tains, one lieutenant, and thirteen privates. 
The conduct of the little band of cavalry was 
tiuly heroic and deserves great praise. This 
little dash of Gen. Palmer will endear him 
more than ever to his division, for soldiers 
love courage and have a particular dislike to 
exposing themselves when their chieftains are 
under shelter. 

You desire brief letters. Well, I did intend 
to write you a long old-fashionej letter to- 
night, but I suppose I must only write the 
news and give no comments. Pshaw, I'd ra-

Bowling Gbkkx, Ky., May 21, 18U3. 

Concluding that you would pnrhips be 
pleased to heer from your old Provost Guard, 
containing, as it does, many of your polit- 
ical friends nnd admirers, I have presume! to 
scribble jou a few lines, which, of course, 
you can (iispose of as you see proper. 

We left Louisville, as you are aware, on the 
1 21 h of last month and came to this place, and 
remmtneed our new mode of living in tho 
"tented field." It was quite a change in oar 
way of getting along. For some days we had 
frequent rains, and the mud we have no lan- 
guage to adequately describe as it is some- 
times seen in the camp. All these things, how- 
ever, produced no gloom or despondency in 
the 31th Kentucky. Perhaps our boys con- 
clude it was just as well to "be gay and jolly 
as to make a fuss about it." Certain it is they 
are not cast down by any existing privations, 
or anticipated hardships or dangers, and if it 
shall ever fall to their lot to face the cruel de-> 
stroyers of our nation'3 peace and prosperty, 
depend upon it, we will not tarnish the fair 
fame of the gallant old Commonwealth to 
which we belong. 

Since we came here we have been living in 
continued suspense, such suspense as a soldier 
only can feel when ordered to be ready to 
march at short notice. We know not where 
we are going, but have reason to know that 
this is not long to be our abiding place. Like 
Abraham, we will go out by faith; faith in 
the justice of our ea.ise, and the patriotism 
and gallantry of our leaders, to deal destruc- 
tion to those who have wickedly reb lied 
egain8t the best government that was ever de- 
vised by the wisdom of mankind. 

Since we left Louisville we have been the 
victims of the vituperation and abuse of men 
in distant parts of the country, who have lit- 
tle means of knowing what "we are and less 
disposition to do us justice; but we have no 
hesitation in concluding that our countrymen 
will yet do us justice, and let our revilers sink 
themselves into their well merited infamy and 
contempt. 

We would gladly write a long communica- 
tion, but as yet nothing bus occurred with us, 
or becu done by ua, which would furnish the 
material. As is usual, we would bestow a 
little praise upon our gentlemanly officers, but 
know not wilh wbom to b?gin, and certain it 
is, we have none to censure or condemn.

BECTlON I. 

MarUa^Law— Military Jurisdiction— Military 
Necessity — Retaliation. 

1. A place, district, or country occupied by 
an enemy stands, in consequence of the occu- 
pation, under the martini law of the invading 
or occupying arniv, whether anv proclama- 
tion declaring martial law, or "auv public 
warning to the inhabitants, has been issued or 
not. Martial law is the immediate and direct 
effect and consequence of occupation or con- 
quest. 

The presence of a hostile army proclaims iu 
martini law. 

2. Martial law does not cease during the hos- 
tile occupation, except by special proclama- 
tion, ordered by the commander-in-chief, or 
by special mention in the treaty of peace con- 
cluding the war, when tho occupation of a 
place or li-rrilory oMinue j b 'yon. 1 the con- 
clusion of peace as one of the conditions of the 
same. 

3. Martial law in a hostile country consists 
in the suspension, by the occupying military 
authority, of the criminal and civil law, and 
of the elomestic administration and Govern- 
ment in the occupied place or territory, and in 
the substitution of military rule and force for 
the same, &3 well as in the dictation of general 
laws aa far as military necessity requires this 
fcuspension, substitution, or dictation. 

The commander o( the forces may proclaim 
that the administration of all civil and penal 
law shall continue, either wholly or in part, as 
in times of peace, unless otherwise ordered by 
tho military authority. % 

4. Martial law is simply military authority 
exercised in accordance with the laws and 
usages of war. Military oppression is not 
martial law; it is the abuse of tba nower 
which that law confers. As martial law is 
executed by military force, it is incumbent 
upon those who adminis'er it to be strictly 
guided by the principles of justice, honor, and 
humanity — virtues adorning a soldier even 
more than other men, for the very reason that 
he possesses the power of his arms against the 
unarmed. 

f>. Martial law should be less striugent in 
places and countries fully occupied and fairly 
conquered. Much greater severity may be ex- 
ercised in places or regions where actual hos- 
tilities exist, or are expected, and must be pre- 
pared for. Its most complete sway is allowed 
— even in the commander's own country — j 
whin face to face wilh the enemy, because of ■ 
tho absolute necessities of the case, and of the 
paramount duty to defend the countrv again it 
lnvpsion. 

To save the country is paramount to all oth- 
erJconsideralioES. 

C. AH civil and penal law shall continue to 
take its usual course in the enemy's places and 
territories under martial law, unless inter- 
rupted or stopped by order of Ihe occupying 
military power; bui all Ihe functions of the 
hostile Government — legislative, executive, 
or administrative — whether of a general, pro- 
vincial, or local character, cea$c under martial 
law, or coiilinuc only wilh the sanction, or if 
deemed necessary, the participation of the oc- 
cupier or invader. 

7. Martial law extends to property and to 
persons, whether they are subjects of the eue- 
my or aliens to that Government. 

8. Consuls among American and European 
nations are not diplomatic agents. Never- 
theless, thtir offices and persons will b^ sub- 
jected to martial law in erases of urgent ne- 
cessity only; their property aud business are 
not exempted. Any delinquency they com- 
mifkgainst the established military rule raiy 
be punished os in the case of any other inhab- 
itant, nnd such punishment furnishes no rea- 
sonable trround for international complaint. 

9. The functions of Ambassadors, Ministers, 
or ether diplomatic agents accredited by 
nentnl powers to the hostile Government, 
erase, so far as regr.rds the displaced Gov- 
ernment, but ihe conquering 6r oewupyfiig 
power usually receiguizes them as temporarily 
accredited to itself. 

10. Martial law affects chiefly the police and 
collection of public revenue and taxes, wheth- 
er imposed by the expelled Government or by 
the invader, and refers m-iinly to the support 
and efficiency of the army, its safety, and the 
safe ty of its operations. 

11. The law of war does not only diseliim 
all cruelly and bad faith concerning engage- 
ments, concluded with the enemy during tho 
war, bat also the breaking of stipulations sol- 
emnly contracted by the belligerents in lime 
of peace, and avowedly intended to remain 
in force in case of war between the contract- 
ing powers. 

It disclaims all extortions and other trans i- 
tions for individual gain; all acts of private 
revenge, or connivance at such acU. 

Offences to the contrary shall be s-cvcrcly 
punished, and especially so if committed by 
officers. 

12. Whenever feasible, martial law is car- 
ried out, in cases of individual offenders, by 
military courts ; but sentence of death Bhall be 
executed only wilh the approval of the Chief 
Executive, provieled the urgency of the case 
does not re quire a speedier execution, and then 
enly with the approval of the chief com- 
mander. 

13. Military jurisdiction is of two kinds; 
first, that which is conferred and defined by 
statute: second, that which is derived from 
the common law of war. Military offences 
under the statute law must bo tried iu 1I19 
manner therein directed; but military offen- 
ces which do not come within the s at ite rnu-t 
be tried and punished under the common law 
of war. The character of the courts which 
exercise these jurisdictions depends upon the 
lecal laws of each particular country. 

In the armies of the United States the first 
is exercised by court-martial; whiln cases 
which do not come within the ''Rules and 
Articles of War," or the jurisdiction conferred 
by slatule on courls-mariial, are tried by mil- 
itary commissions. 

14. Military necessity, as understool by 
modern civilized nations, consists in the ne- 
cessity ot those measures which are indis- 
pensable for securing the ends of the war, 
and which are lawful according to the modern 
Ikw and usages of war. 

" 15, Military necessity admits of all direct 
desliuction of life or limb of armed enemies, 
nnd of other persons whose destruction is in- 
cidentally unavoidable in Ihe armed contests 
of the trsr; it allows of the capturing of every 
armed enemy, and every enemy of importance 
to the hostile Government, or of peculiar dan- 
ger to the captor; it allows of all destruction 
e f propertr, and obstruction of ways nnd 
channels of traffic, travel, or communication, 
and of all withholding of sustenance or means 
of life from the enemy; of the appropriation 
of w hatevir an enemy a country affords neces- 
sary for the subsistence and safety of the army, 



18. When the commander of a beiieged 

{dace expels the non-combatants, in order to 
essen the number of those who consume his 
stock of provisions, it is lawful, though an 
extreme measure, to drive them back, so as to 
hasten on the surrender. 

19. Commanders, whenever admissible, in- 
form the enemy of their intention to bombard 
a place, so that the non-combatants, and es- 
pecially the women and children, may be 
removed before the bombardment commences. 
But it is no infraction of the common law'of 
war to omit thus to inform the enemy. Sur- 
prise may be a necessity. 

20. Public war is a state of armed hostility 
between sovereign nations or governments, ft 
is a law and requisite of civilized existence 
that men live in political continuous societies, 
forming organized units, called States or na- 
tions, whose constituents bear, enjoy and 
puffer, advance and retrograde together, in 
pence and in war. 

21. The citizen or native of a hostile coun- 
try is thus an enemy, as one of the constituent! 

I ot the hostile Slate or nation, and as such is 
subjected to the hardships of the war. 

22. Nevertheless, as civilization has ad- 
| vanced during the last centuries, so has like- 
wise steadily advanced, especially in war on 
land, the distinction between the private indi- 
vidual belonging to a hostile country and the 
ho8lile country itself, with its men in arms. 
The principle has bees more and more ac- 
knowledged that the unarmed citizen is to be 
spared in person, pioperty, and honor, a3 
mnch as the exigencies of the war will admit. 

23. Private citizens are no longer murdered, 
enslaved, or carried off to distant parts, and 
the inoffensive individual is as little disturbed 
in his private relations as the commander of 
the hostile troops can afford to grant in the 
overruling demands of a vigorous war. 

24. The almost universal rule in remote 
times was, nnd continues to be wilh barbarous 
finnies, that the private individual of the hos- 
tile country is destined to suffer every priva- 
tion of liberty and protection and every dis- 
luptionof family ties. Protection wa3 and 
still is, with uncivilized people, the exception. 

25. In modern regular wars of the Europe- 
ans, and their descendants in other portions of 
the globe, protection of the inoffensive citizen 
of the hostile country is the rule; privation 
and disturbance of private relations are the ex- 
ceptions. 

20. Commanding Generals may cause the 
magistrates nnd civil officers of the hostile 
country to take the oath of temporary alle- 
giance or an oath of fidelity to their own vic- 
torious Government or rulers, aud tbey may 
expel every one who declines to do so. But 
whether they do so or not, the people and 
the ir civil officers owe strict obedience to them 
as long as they hold swny over the district or 
country, at the peril of their lives. 

27. The law of war can no more wholly dis- 
pense with retaliation than can the law of na- 
tions, of which it is a bAtnch. Vet civilized 
nations acknowledge re t tliatiou as tho stern- 
est features of war. A reckless enemy oftf n 
leaves to hi3 opponent no other means of se- 
curing himself against the repetition of bar- 
barous outrage. 

28. Retaliation will, therefore, never b? re- 
sorted to as a measure of mere revenge, but 
only as a means of protective retribution, and, 
moreover, cautiously and unavoidably; that 
is to say, retaliation shall only be resorted to 
after careful inquiry into the real occurrence, 
and the character of the misdeeds that may 
demand retribution. 

Unjust or inconsiderate retaliation removes 
the belligerents further and further from the 
mitigating rules of a regular war, and, by 
rapid steps, lends them nearer to the inlerno- 
cinc wars of savages. 

29. Modern times are distinguished from 
earlier ages by the existence, at one and the 
same time, of many nations and great Govern- 
ments related to one another in close inter- i 
course. 

Peace is their normal condition; war is the 
exception. The ultimate object of all modern 
war is a renewed slate of peace. 

The more vigorously wars are pursued the 
better it is for humanity. Sharp wars are 
brief. 

30. Ever since the formation and co-exist- I 
ence of modern nations, and ever since wars I 
huvo. become great national wars, war has 
come to be acknowledged not only to b? its 
own end, but Ike means to ob'nin great ends 
of Slate, or to consist in defence against ; 
wrong; and no convenli'nal restriction of the 
mceles adopted to injure the enemy is any 
longer admitted; but the law of war imposes 
many limitation!; and ivslrictlons on princi- 
ples of justice, faith, and honor. 

— Naturalists are delighted 
to rend that at Inst a Moa has been^een in New 
Zealand. The Moa is a walking, not a flying, 
bird, supposed, from the numerous skeletons 
which have been found of ir, to grow from 
eipht to nine feet high. It has been hitlkerto 
believed to be extinct, though it was known 
that within the memory of men now living 
on the island it had been killed and eaten 
by the natives. It was always hoped that 
iu the unexplored parts of the island some 
lost specimen of this nearly extinct race 
might yet be found alive; aud now it seems 
that a gold-miner, sitting by his camp-tiro, 
saw one peering at him, from the edge of a 
near hill. lie took it at first to be a man, but 
presently saw it gravely starting off. The 
track, or footprint, of this great bird showed 
"three claws, and, about a foot behind, the 
mnik of a pad, aud behind that again the 
mark of a spur." A reward of tweaiy-5ve 
hundred dollars has been offered for the bird, 
alive or dead; and, if the miner told the 
liuth, we may yet see a living Moa — a mem- 
ber of a tribe once sufficiently numerous in 
New Zealand to ba a source of dread to the 
natives. 
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and of such deception as does not involve the 
breaking of good faith, either positively 
pledged, regarding agreements entered into 
during the wnr, or supposed by the modern 
law of war to exiit. Men who take up arms 
against one another in pub'ic war do not cease 
on this account to be moral beings, responsi- 
ble to ore another, and to God. 

16. Military necessity does not admit of 
cruelty, that is, the infliction of suffering for 
the sake of suffering or for revenge, nor of 
maiming or wounding except in fight, nor of 
torture to extort confessions. It does not ad- 
mit of the use of poison in any way, nor of 
the wanton devastation of a district. It ad- 
mits of deception, but disclaims acts of perfi- 
dy; and, in general, military necessity does 
not include any act of hostility which makes 
the return to peace unnecessarily difficult. 

17. War is not carried on by arms alone. It 
is lawful to starve a hostile belligerent, armed 
or unarmed, so that it leads to the speedier 
subjection of the enemy.

The Sentinel of the 19th says it is reported 
that the Confederate authorities have deter- 
mined to detail one Federal Captain and one 
Lieutenant with a view of retaliating in kind 
tor the hr.nging of two Confederate officers in 
the West, by order of Gen. Burnside. 

A Brandon (Miss.) despatch of the 17th, to 
a rebel paper, says two gentlemen rode to 
Jackson to-day and travctfcd the city which 
the enemy had evacuated about 2 o'clock. 
Tbey arc supposed to number 40,000, and have 
retreated towards Vicksburg. Firing was 
heard in that direction and it was supposed 
that Pemberton was in their rear. T!».ey 
burned Confederate houses, depots, the peni- 
tentiary, two factories, medical purveyor's 
and other offices; also, several miles of the 
railroad a: d both bridges over Pearl river. 

Rebel papers contain a Mobile despatch of 
the Hith, stating that a special reporter of the 
Advertiser at J ackson saj s the Catholic church 
v. us destroyed, the Mississippian office gutted 
snd presses and type thrown into the street, 
kc. 

Three hundred negroes joined the Yankees. 

Farmers estimate the damage done by the 
Federals at from five to ten millions. Much 
suffering prevails. 

The lust of the Federal rearguard left about 
2 o'clock, when rebel cavalry dashed in and 
killed a Federal Colonel anl captured two 
others. 

The Yankees captmed and paroled 200 
South Carolinians and Georgian?. 

A despatch from Gen. Johnston to thi rebel 
War Office, dated Brownsville 19th, saysPem- 
herlon was attacked on the morning of the 
IGth near Edwards's Depot, Afierninehours' 
fii.hilrg, he was compelled to fall back behind 
Big F>!ae k River. 

A Jnckson despatch of the 18th to the Mo- 
bile Advertiser says there was heavy and 
undecisive fighting near Edwards's D- pot oa 
Saturday. We fell back to our entrenchments. 
Less heavy on both sides. Gen.TiIghTi*n was 
killed. Fede rals sent a flag of truce for a Sur- 
geon The officer in charge of the flag states 
that the Federals lost 6,000 men and took 10 
guns. The rebel troops fell back across Big 
Black River destroying the bridge. 

They advanced eight miles northeast on the 
morning of the 18th, and found Johnston in 
line of battle. According to rebel advices no 
artillery was lost and the bridge was not 
burned. The rebel account says "our forces of 
12,010 fought two army co'ps of 24,000, sus- 
tained themselves, and fell hack at night to 
their encampment. The loss was heavy, and 
the batt'e severe and indecisive. Tho Yan- 
kees were on the way to interrupt communi- 
cation." 

New York, May 22. 
A Murfreesboro despatch, dated the 21st, 
says that Gen. Sheridan's stou's report that 
the rebels admit that Grant has defeated John- 
ston, and has secured the railroad bridge across 
Big Black River, thus cutting Vicksburg off 
frcra supplies and reinforcements.

PS/" The latest Mississippi despatches, both 
rebel and loyal, are exceedingly favorable up I 
to this time. We yesterday spoke of General 
Grant as having recently encountered -tho 
rebel forces in Mississippi in three important 
battles, and been victorious in all, and now j 
we learn, by a despatch from General Jo 
Johnston, the rebel commander, of their hav- 
ing been victorious again on Saturday last 
after a battle ef nine hours. In the hist affair, 
which was a very bloody one, even the con- 
querors losing six thousand men, the rebeLa, 
as Johnston admit?, were compelled to fill 
bick beyond Dig Black river. The rebel 
General Tilghman, well known by his early 
disloyal operations in Kentucky, is stated to 
have been killed, sixteen rebel guns were cap- 
tured, rebel communications were broken up 
in all directions, and the Rig Black river 
bridge, the largest and most important struc- 
ture of the kind in all the South, is said to 
have been seized by the Federal army. If 
th ! s is true, Vicksburg is utterly cut off from 
all supplies and reinforcements, and the Rich- 
mond papers rBay well be, as it is said they 
are, very despondent in their tone. 

There is, to be sure, something contradictory 
in the intelligence from Mississippi, but an at- 
tentive perusal of the despatches can leave no 
doubt in any intelligent man's mind that the 
progress of events, at the last dates, were ex- 
ceedingly favorable to the Federal cause. Gen. 
Johnston, however, is able, resolute, persever- 
ing, nnd fertile in resources. Unquestionably 
he will make the best of the circumstances in 
■which he finds himself placed. If he can ob- 
tain sufficient reinforcements, he will risk a 
great and general battle with Grant. If he 
shall conclude that he is not strong enongh for 
that, he will very probably leave Vicksburg 
to its fate ond take his troops or a portion of 
them to Tennessee as quick as possible, in the 
hope of overthrowing Gen. Rosecrans. 

Ourown opinion is, that there is to be at 
least one more preat battle in Mississippi, and 
a far more terrible one than has yet taken 
place in Mississippi. We await the result 
with confidence, for Grant's army is an army 
of heroes. It bos been dedicated to the God 
of Battles at the baptismal font of blood and 
fire. And, thauk Heaven, it no longer has to 
light a powerfully inlrtnchcd foe.

The Mount Vernon correspondent of tho 
Cincinnati Gazette, on Monday Lwi, speak- 
ing of the multiplication of these reports, said 
JIcKeEzie appeared to be managing the left, 
Morgan the centre, and Wheeler the right, 
■while Marshall was doing the heavy business 
in a cumbrous raid somewhere on the Pound 
Gap road. Returned scouts report no rebol 
troops in East Tennessee, while prisoners and 
refugees assert the renlity of large gatherings 
a[d the organization of a long contemplated 
and formidable invasion of Kentucky. One 
informant stated that three weeks previously 
there were 500 men at Jonesboro; 400 infant- 
ry, 500 cavalry, and six pieces of artillery at 
Bristol; 500 men and four cannon at Straw- 
berry Plains; COO men and four pieces at 
Greenville; 2,000 men and six pieces at Union 
Depot; about 2,000 men on the Bristol and 
Lynchburg railroad; 700 at Curtis' Depot, and 
TOO to OOO^couting towards the Gap and Cum- 
berland river. If there is any foundation for 
these reports and the assertion of the Mobile 
papers, that Buckner has been placed in com- 
mand of East Tennessee, we may easily form 
a theory as to the intended movements of the 
enemy, which will be to divert our attention 
to ceveral points while they mass their entire 
force and make a main attack upon some spot 
which appears weak and comparatively un- 
guarded. 

We are not at liberty to state all we know 
as regards the preparations which have been 
made to receive the rebels. It is clear that the 
stretch of country between the Blue-grass re- 
gion and the Gaps on the State line of Tenn- 
essee cannot be protected, but wo have out- 
posts of cavalry which can watch the enemy's 
movements, and give timely information 'to 
guard their entrance into the "promised land " 
where they hope to recruit their exhausted 
Stores and fill their hungry paunches. In the 
mean time, the men of our border counties, 
who have been driven from their homes, have 
the epportunity afforded of entering the Union 
service at Camp Dick Robinson where Gen. S. 
S. Fry has established his rendezvous for the 
recruits to fill up Kentucky's 20,000 more vol- 
unteers, for which the faith of tho State is 
pledged. We are gratified to learn that this 
work goes bravely on. Many of tho most ac- 
tive, popular, and gallant of our fellow-citizens 
have embarked in it with zeal, and General 
Fry has assurances which are the most cheer- 
ing indications of perfect success. These 
Dew levies are to be enlisted for two yeara, 
and every recruit is taken into the service at 
once, armed, equipped, and ted. Our State 
authorities are co-operating heartily with tho 
General-in-Chief, and, as there has heretofore 
been the most perfect harmony between 
Frankfort and Washington, wo can but an- 
ticipate a continuance of the same happy 
accord. It will not be forgotten that the first 
duty of these new troops will be to protect 
their own State, but their services, if re- 
quisite, will be given elsewhere, and there 
are few of them who will not be anxious for 
an opportunity to cross the Tennessee lineand 
aid in the enfranchisement of their Union 
brethren in that region. 

We have on previous occasions pointed out 
the duty of Kentuckians in reference to the 
speedy filling up of these new levies. The au- 
thority to raise 20,000 additional volunteers in 
the State is an additional assurance of a vigor- 
ous prosecution of the war to secure a lasting 
peace. Men whose homes are now desolato, 
whose property has been scattered.or destroyed, 
whose fields are idle, and whose families are 
refugees, can see in this organization the up- 
lifting of the cloud, and the dawning of a 
brighter and happier day. They may 
be unable to raise crops this year, on 
account of apprehended invasion, but these 
twenty thousand men will form a barrier 
against rebel incursions, and enable the hus- 
bandmen, in portions of the State at least, to 
garner their harvests. Let the good work go 
on then; the southeastern counties and tho 
men of the mountain region, who have suf- 
fered so much, are burning to be avenged, and 
there are many young men who arc not ac- 
tively engaged in business pnrsuiu who 
should lend their services to their State under 



The rebel Congress has passed a law 
that all white commissioned officers captured 
with colored Irooits shall be put to death. 
The Richmond Enquirer, which is usually 
remarkable for being the most violent among 
the violent, expresses much concern on arcount 
of the enactment of this law, saying, that, if 
Union officers be executed on account of being 
found in command of negro troops, Confederate 
officers will be executed by way of retaliation. 

Certainly no man can be more strongly op- 
posed to the arming of black regiments than 
we arc, but the Richmond Editor is assuredly 
right in his statement of the inevitable conse- 
quences of the execution of the law we have 
mtntioned. Upon that point there can be no 
shadow of doubt. If men be commissioned 
as officers of negro troops and ordered into 
doDger, they must necessarily he protected, 
they will be protected, by the Federal civil and 
military authorities, precisely as other officers 
arc. The Administration, we think, behaves 
scandalously in appointing them, but it would 
behave far more scandalously if, after having 
appointed them, it should leave them to be 
put to death by the rebels with impunity 
whenever captured. It couldn't do thi3 with- 
out bringing down upon itself the scorn of all 
the world. The true courjc, the course alike 
of duty and of policy, is to disband all negro 
levies, and raise no more. We urge this course 
as the one of sovereign obligation. But if the 
Administration keeps these levies in the field, 
it of course cannot fail to protect their officers, 
without heaping infamy upon the original of- 
fence. 

If any faith can be reposed in testimony, 
black troops are now employed by both tho 
Federals and the rebels. The Federal Gov- 
ernment is, we presume, more blamable in 
this matter than the rebel government, but, if 
the law of the rebel Congres3 be carried into 
effect, the result will almost certainly be, for 
a time at least, the indiscriminate execution 
of all the commissioned officers taken on both 
sides. The rebel government has hitherto re- 
coiled from the enforcement of some of its 
own laws, and we earnestly hope that it may 
recoil in this case. If it persist in its apparent 
resolves, it will bring upon itself the fierce and 
bitter execration of the civilized na ions of 
the earth. - 

Our neighbor of tho Democrat say3 bs 
has observed that Mr. Crittenden doesn't suit 
a portion of the party which sustains the pro- 
ceedings of the Union Convention in this city, 
and that Menzies doesn't suit it.

sional District. — Cnpt. Womack, recently 
appointed to the onerous and important du- 
ties of Provost Marshal of this District, has re- 
turned from a visit to St. Louis. We are glad 
to le»rn that he ba3 accepted the appointment, 
and the I'nro'ment Board will coinruenco its 
active duties on Monday neit. Tho orders 
from the War Department are peremptory for 
a speedy enrolment. 

Tbe Willich Festival.— Last evening the 
German friends of General Willich gave him 
a reception and banquet at Woodland Garden, 
which were largely attended. Over the gates 
of tbe garden "Welcome' was inscribed, and 
about half-past seven the guests marched into 
the hall, which was prettily decorated with 
cvergretns festooned from the chandeliers. 
At tbe head of the tables the stars and stripes 
and the national flag of Germany were inter- 
twined, and a very excellent band in the gal- 
lery discoursed fine music during the pauses 
between the toa3ts. Sentiments were proposed 
by Messrs. Fink, Foerster, Willig, Dr. Hup- 
faugh, Knoefcl, and others. Mr. Philip Dosrn, 
of the Anzeiger, with a preface deprecating all 
political divisions, gave "The Union for- 
ever! 1 ' which was received with tumultuous 
applause. Other gentlemen offered senti- 
ments, and then the company adjourned to tho 
Epaciou3 garden. We regret that we cannot 
do justice to the enthusiasm of the evening 
by reporting what was said, but we acknowl- 
edge that it was all German to us, though we 
know there was loyal spirit in the remark', 
for the applause was enthusiastic. Gen. \Yil- 
lich's assertion that this country must be one 
united and indivisible nation was received 
with such a shout that the table on which we 
were writing fairly danced. What a glorious 
and enthusiastic people the Germans are I 
When the band plays, how they love to har- 
monize their voices and sing to the accom- 
paniment of oboes, cornets, and ophclidesl A 
toast to Rosecrans and tho Army of the Cum- 
berland was rapturously received. In fact, 
everything loyal and showing devotion to the 
Union was cheered to the very echo. When 
the orchestra played the Liberty Duet, "Suona 
la Tromba," the enthusiasm reached its cli- 
max. 

The garden presented a beautiful sight, fully 
lighted as it was with jeU of gas beneath tho 
unbrsgcous elms and primeval trees which 
grow there. General Willich took the stand, 
and for nenrly two hours spoke to the satisfac- 
tion of all who heard him, When h» ^ a(J con 
eluded the band np "Columbia the 

Ocni Of the Ocean," and, as wo were riding 
away from the scene, we heard the re-echoed 
plaudits of our loyal German citizens in re- 
sponse to some oilier speaker. The whole 
Affair passed off delightfully, and will long be 
remembered by those who had the happiness 
to participate in it. 

Tim Central Kextcckiak. — Messrs. O. 
Ames & Soa propose to resurao the publica- 
tion of Ibis paper at Lebanon during the 
•Gubernatorial campaign. It will be thorough- 
ly devoted to the Union, upon tbe platform 
put forlh by the Union State Convention, and 
it will give a hearty support to the nominee of 
the Congressional Convention which met iu 
Lebanon on the 20th inst. It will oppose 
treason in its every phase, denounce traitors of 
every description, and favor a vigorous prose- 
cution of the war until the rebellion is sup- 
pressed. Il3 motto will be "the Union, the 
Constitution, and the Enforcement of tho 
Laws; " and it will repudiate radicalism from 
wherever it may come.

He 
was taken out of the water and cared for, and 
died jesterday at 1 o'clock. A physician was 
called, and, after examining the unfortunate 
man, stated that the gash could not have been 
the result of accident. Housler was speech- 
less and unconscious from the time he was 
discovered until his death. No clue to the 
pjrpetrator of the inhuman deed his yet been 
found. The authorities are investigating the 
matter, and, if discovered, the murderer or 
murderers will be brought to speedy justice. 

BiSf The Cincinnati papers of yesterday 
give the particular of another terrible con- 
flagration that occurred in that city day be- 
fore yesterday. By this unfortunate calamity 
twenty families were made homeless — turned 
into the streets or upon the charity of their 
friends. This is the second fire in the last 
week that has taken place in the Queen City 
and has involved tho loss of much property.

At the time of his arre3t lie 
was on his way to Illinois. 

Fire at Lexington. — The old Medical Col- 
lege at Lexington, Ky., was destroyed by fire 
yesterday at twelve o'clock. It is supposed 
that the firo was communicated to the build- 
ing by » defective flue. Tbe institution was 
occupied as a hospital for soldiers at the time 
•of tbe burning.

STUKET RAILROADS. 
To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

I have seen in the Journal of the 21st, and 
in (he Democrat of the 33d, articles in relation 
to street railroads in Louisville, and am so 
much interested in the prosperity of the eity 
tfcat I am pleated to see that you have called 
tbe attention of the public to the subject. I 
believe that nearly all of the street railroads 
have payed well, and that the stock has been 
much sought afier a? a safe and profitable in- 
vestment. In the construction of railroads in 
this city, I would propose that the shares be 
fifty dollars each; that a minimum price be 
placed upon each share, below which price the 
shares shall not be sold; that each share, with 
tbe privilege of two or four Bhares, be sold at 
public nuction, to the highest bidder. In thi3 
manner tiersona of small mean3 will be able 
to contribute, the highest prices will be real- 
ized for the stock, and monopoly will be pre- 
vented. 

There are four principal points through 
which the general travel of the population of 
this ilace passes, viz: the eastern terminus of 
the Portland railroad, the Nashville depot, the 
Frnt kfort depot, and the Jeffersonville ferry. 
Besides these points, there are three others, at 
which large Dtimbers of citizens would con- 
conpregate, especially on occasions when 
business is closed. The:e three points are the 
Southern Park, the Cave Hill Cemetery, and 
the Eastern Park, or Park adjoining the reser- 
voir. Let me, in passing, propose that a atrip 
of land one half of a mile long and one t-nar- 
ter of a mile broad, which would be but eighty 
acres, embracing three hundred feet ia width, 
of the bottom, and the remainder the brow 
and summitsof the bluff westof tbe reservoir 
— let the three hundred feet in width of the 
bottom constitute the entrance to the Park, 
and be adorned with walks, shrubbery, ana 
fountains. Let the large cavities which na- 
ture has made on the summit of the ridge I e 
converted into basins, supplied with water 
from tbe reservoir; and let these basins be tie 
heads of the fountains at tbe base of tbe hill. 
Such an addition and improvement would 
make the Eastern Park one of the most beau- 
tiful in the country. It has great natural ad- 
vantages, let advantage be taken of them. I 
advice yen, Messrs. Editors, to examine the 
locality 1 have mentioned, when you next 
visit the Water Works, and behold tbe great 
benuty and advantages it possesses. Now I 
will return to the railroad subject. 

The intersection of Jefferson and Third 
streets is the centre of the population of Lou- 
isville; the former street is the longitudinal 
centre, and the latter is the latitudinal centre 
of the city. A city railway should, according 
to my idea, pass through the centres of the 
population of a city, and connect iu mo3t im- 
portant aDd freque-nted places. In regard to 
the plan — systematic plan— of street railroads, 
for the city of Louisville, I would suggest one 
main line with branches. 

Tie Portland railroad terminates at tho cor- 
ner of Main and Thirteenth streets, extend it 
across Main, up Thirteenth to Jefferson, up 
Jefferson to the Frankfort depot. The Frank- 
fort railroad passes within a few hundred yard3 
of the Cave Hill Cemetery. Let this Jeffer- 
son street railroad be the main road. Let its 
eastern terminus be either at the intersection 
of the Bardetown pike, or at the railway bridire 
over Beargrass creek. Let the passenger de- 
pot of the Frankfort railroad be at the termi- 
nus of the Je fferson street railroad. The ad- 
vantages gained by this arrangement will be 
alike satisfactory to travellers and the Frank- 
fort railroad company. Let there be one 
branch from the eastern terminus of Jelferson 
ttrcet railroad to the Cave Hill Cemetery, and 
another passing near the Blind Asylum to the 
Eastern Park. Let there be a branch along 
First street to the Jeffersonville Ferry; a 
branch along Third street to the Southern 
Park; and a branch along Ninth street to the 
Nashville depot; thus connecting all the rail- 
road depots, and principal places of the city, by 
a very plain and cheap system of roads. I do 
not propose that all these roads should be made 
at once, but suggest that some system similar 
to what is here proposed be adopted by those 
who shall undertake the enterprise. Union, 



We give below the Resolutions adopt- 
ed by the Democratic Mass Meeting held at 
Indianapolis on Wednesday last: 

WHEREAS, It was declared by our fathers, 
that to secure certain inalienable rights, among 

which are "life, liberty, and the pursuit of hap- 
piness,' 1 "governments are instituted among 
men, deriving their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed;" and, 

Whereas, In obedience to this principle in 
the Constitution of the United States, "10 es- 
tablish justice and secure the blessings of lib- 
erty to ourselves and our posterity, they di- 
vided the powers of the government into three 
departments, Legislative, Executive, and Ju- 
dicial, and declared that all legislative power 
therein granted should be vested iu a Congress 
of the United States; and, 

Whereas, Legislation is "law making 
power," and law is a rule of action by which 
men shall be governed; and, 

Whereas, 'f he pcopie of Indiana ia their 
Ccnstitution re-affirmed such division of gov- 
ernmental power, and, "to the end that justice 
be established, public order maintained, and 
liberty perpetuated," they declare that "all 
power is inherent in the people," and "the 
military shall be kept in strict subordination 
to tbe civil power; " and, 

Whereas, The Constitution of the United 
Slates provides that "Congress shall make no 
law " * abridging the freedom of speech, 
or of the press, or the right of the people 
peaceably 10 assemble and to petition the 
Government for a redress of grievances;'' and 

Whereas, In accordance with this declared 
right and long established usuage, wo have 
this day assembled respectfully and earnestly, 
as become freemen, to present our views to 
those in authority ; therefore 

Kdolved, That the people are the source of 
al< political power; that olScers provided ly 
the fundamental and statute law arc tbeir s^r 
van:s to carry out their will as expressed .n 
those laws; and that when any one of said 
servants assumes to act without the previots 
tnnction of such authority, he ceases to be the 
seivaLt of the people, and is striving to be- 
come tbeir master, by miking hia mere bead 
r. law unto them. 

2. That it is the duty of every good citizen 
to obey the Constitution of the United States 
and of this Slate, and the laws passed in ac- 
cordance therewith while they remain in 
force; but it i3 their ri^ht — not a mere privi- 
lege, but a right — to temperate!}*, candidly, 
and freely discuss, not only the laws, but the 
acf* of those of their servants who may have 
passed, or may be in the administration of 
these laws. 

3. This is tho neces3aiy result of the fact 
that the people are the sourco of all power. 
Tbey must freely discuss, that they may prop- 
erly determine whether a law is a bad one aud 
ought to be changcii, or whether it is right but 
wrested from its meaning and wrongfully 
administered by those in authority, and there- 
fore such unfaithful servants su juld be legally 
set aside. 

4. While constitutional guarantees — nmmg 
others the right ot free discussion; of appeal 
to the courts, as against unconstitutional laws 
and illegal acts; of resort to the legislative 
power to 1 brogate bad laws; of removal of 
obnoxious clheiais through an untrammelled, 
pn corrupted balljt-box — remain inviolato, it 
is the duty of the citizen to aid those who are 
rightlully in authority in all lawful proceed- 
ings; but, if these rights are set at naught by 
their official servants, the people may assert 
their inherent sovereignty, and rc3uino tie 
powers thus being abused. 

5. To uphold these great and inalienable 
principles of liberty, one general rule should 
govern those who frame laws, those who are 
iutiusUd with their administration, and the 
great body of the people, being those upon 
whom they operate: namely, the golden rule 
o" riuht. 

6. Tbe violation of this rule by disobedience 
to * roperly enacted laws should be punished; 
its disn gard by the flagrant assumption of un- 
authorized power and performance of unjusti- 
fiable acts by the servants of the people should 
meet with tbeir 1 tern rebuke. 

7. In view tf these great trulln, we hereby 
proclaim our fixed and irrevocable condemna- 
tion of every attempt to make laws by execu- 
tive authority alone, or by mere orders of those 
represe nting the military, the subordinate arm 
of the government. And we indignantly de- 
rcunce tbe result of such flagrant usurpations, 
as the act cf military tyranny, to wit: The 
arrest of citizens of Indiana and our sister 
States that are in obedience to the Constitu- 
tion. 

8. That the day has arrived when our offi- 
cial servants ere setting themselves up above 
their employers, the people, and have two wars 
til t n their hiinds — one against the rebels of 
the Sou ib, the other against the Constitution 
and those who attempt to uphold it in the 
North. In the first named, the Democracy 
have poured out their blood and treasure at 
the call of the Administration; in the second 
they are upon the side of the Constitution, 
and ore being persecuted by illegal arrests ana 
imprisonment for opinion's s^ke, even "unto 
si range cities" and loathsome bastiles. 

0. Martial law is no law, but the will of the 
military officer proclaiming it, within the 
limits of which he has a sufficient force to I 
maintain absolute power. In a Sute or dis- 
trict of country where the public enemy has 
no footing, tbe people are uot in rebellion, 
nor an armed insurrection prevailing, there is 
no legal authority in anv military otlicer, 
high or low, to substitute his will for the civil 
laws and the operations of the three co-ordi- 
nate departments of the government. 

10. That the attempt to siupend civil rights 
— among them the right to make inquiry as 
to the cause of arrests and imprisonments by 
the writ of habeas corpus— in territory loyal 
to the government, ii such an act ot usurpi- 
tion as demands and receive30ur merited con- 
demnation. 

IL That the Democratic party of Indiana 
nre now, as they have ever been, attached to 
the Constitution and- the Union, and 'are 
willing to make almost any sacrifice to main- 
tain the former and preserve the latter. We 
hold that there can be no treason in sub- 
mission to the Constitution and laws m ile 
pursuant theretei, until they are cons itu- 
tionally repealed or judicially declared void; 
and a people who do this and cannot or dare 
not maintain and exercise the right of advo- 
cating tbe repeal of bad laws and change 
of a policy which tbey believe to be wrong, 
arc slaves, and if the idea of treason and 
slavery is right, we are resolved neither to be 
traitors or stmts. We will submit to every 
law passed puisuant to tbe Constitution, as 
long as all constitution^.! means of redress are 
left open to our free exercise, including free 
ballots, free speech, free press, and an uatr&tn- 
melled jnelicinry; and we pronounce every ef- 
fort to lake away from the people these means 
of redress, by military orders and arre3t, or 
otherwise, a II igrant outrage against the rights 
of a free people. 

12. We denounce the members of the Leg- 
islature who, by the abandonment of their 
seats and failure to discharge the plain duties 
imposed upon them, were guilty of a violation 
of their oaths, and, we Iter, will bring dis- 
credit upon the State; and we declare that che 
Governor, can clear himself from complicity in 
that crime only by taking steps to prevent re- 
pudiation. 

13. That the arrest of Hon. Clement L. Val- 
landigham, of tlhiOj lor no other reason but 
for the exercise of his right of free discussion, 
has been received by the Democracy of In- 
diana with feelings of just disapprobation, as 
another evidence that the first and most sacred 
right ot the citizen has been stricken down in 
his person; and wo send to that gallant tri- 
bune of tbe people the sympathy of his Demo- 
cratic friends in Indiana, who, though a'sailed 
at home by kindred oppression, are yet pre- 
pared to stand firm by him in his defence of 
the saci t d right of Constitutional freedom. 

14. That wc hereby reaffirm and indorse t! e 
resolutions adopted by the Democratic State 
Conventiein which assembled in tliis city on 
3jlh day of July, 1862.

Gen. Stanley irith portion.*) of two brigades 
from Gen. Tarchin's command started out list 
nif-ht to surprise the camp of the 1st Alabama 
and 8th Confederate cavalry in the vicinity 0 f 
Middleton. He marched all Ills** an( i at 
daylight this morning Mj ftrl_-- Jtlce guard came 
in sight of the CPfmy encamped in a dense 
cedar -{lwle. Our forces were divided and sent 
around the enemy in order to prevent hi3 
escape. Tbe advanced £'a»rJ, anxioua an-} 
confident, dashed alone and unsupported into 
the rebel camp, putting the whole, one ihoa- 
Eand strong, to flight. The rebeU in their 
night clothes darted through the cedars, throw- 
ing away blankets, Side arms, rcvclvers, 
and everything that w-auld impede their flight. 
Our forces killed eight of the enemy, cap- 
tured seventy-two prisoners, and brought in 
over two hundred splendid horses. They also 
burnt the tents, wagons, clothing, guns, and 
every species of camp equipage le ft, in their 
flight, and captured the battle flag of the cel- 
ebrated 8th Confederato cavalry. Second 
Lieutenant Wood, who was promoted only 
day before yesterday in the 4th Regular Cav- 
alry Federal, is supposed to be mortally 
wounded. We had also three others slightly 
wounded. Gen. Stanly pushed forward within 
one mile of Fosterville, where prisonars say 
there is a brigade of rebel infantry, supported 
by a fplendid battery. 

The Montgomery Mail of the 19th contains 
a despatch dated Mobil, May 18;b, which -"ayr: 
"The special lepoiter of the Regis'cr aad Ad- 
vertiser, from Jackson bf tlu 17th, arrived in 
the rsconn&itering train. He reports thu the 
CttboHc Chnrch waj destroyed and the Mis- 
sissippian offirc gutted; the -^T? 1 wcre bro " 
ken and the type thrown into the street. Tho 
furniture in the capitol was badly abused, aad 
ip, the Governors Mansion it was demolished. 
Ladie3 were robbed ot their jewelry aad 
money, all the store3 were sacked and their 
contents destroyed, iron safes were broken 
open, the railroad was badly torn up for sev- 
eral miles, and the telegraph wires were tsru 
down. At. out three thousand negroes from 
Hinds county joined the Yankees. Haainges 
estimated at ten million dollars. 

"The enemy evacuated Jackson on Friday 
and on Saturday were retreating hastily. No 
serious engagement occurred. Our cav ilry 
pickets dashed in and killed a Ftd.*ral C;,lontl 
and captured two others. The Yankees cap- 
tured and paroled 200 South Carolinians and 
Georgians, and left 200 wouudeu at Jackson 
and 900 a - . Haymond. Grant occupied Jack- 
son in full foree. His entire army was not 
ix ore than D0,000. Gen. Loring cutoff aud 
captured a supply Iraiu. 

Another telegram from Mohile, dated tho 
18th, says: "A heavy and undecisive battle 
was fought on Saturday. We fell back to our 
intr-nchment*. Heavy loss on both sides. 
General Tilgliman was killed." The mail also 
notices that a rumor is prevalent to the effect 
that Gen. Johnston has taken from Gen. Pern- 
berton his sword, and placed him under ar- 
rest. 

Col. Wi'der's mounted infantry have just 
arrivtd. They penetrated the enemy's picket 
lines in the direction of Manchester, and cap- 
tured seven prisoners, one of whom is a rebel 
Colonel. 

Cairo, May 22. 
The steamer City of Alton from lelowhas 
anived. 

Our gunboats ascended Red River from 
Alexandria. The Price succeeded in break- 
ing the rebel raft lose, which floated out of 
the way, while our boats proceeded up to 
Harrisburg, where, they shelled a rebel battery 
yvo hours without taking it. 

The accounts of the operations of Grant's 
army are to the 17ih. They do not dider ma- 
■cr'ttHy from the rebel reporis already pub- 
lished. The impression is gainin; ground 
that Grant is perfect master of the situation.

To-day in the fugitive slave caoe, pending 
for several weeks before the Supreme 0 *urt 
for this District, the Judges were equally di- 
vided on the motion to discharge the reiator 
by the writ of habeas corpus. Chief Justice 
Carter and Associate Judge Fisher wereof the 
opinion that the power heretofore exercised in 
the District of Colombia was still in force upon 
the subject of the Fugitive Slave Law, whiie 
Associate Judges Olen and Wylie disseated. 
Owing to the division the fugitive was re- 
tained, subject to the order of Judge Wylie, 
who, having issued the warrant for hU arrest, 
but subsequently decided he had no power to 
do so, discharged defendant from custody. As 
the slave was leaving the presence of the 
Judge, his owner seized him, whereupon Mr. 
Dian, one of his counsel, resruedhim. Tho aid 
of the police was called to prevent a breach of 
the peace, which seemed imminent. The fu- 
gitive was ultimately delivered to the military 
authorities to beheld in custody until to-mor- 
row for further action of the Judiciary.

Tictor Rmmahcbl's Marbiaob.— The King 
of Italy has just concluded a Morganatic mar- 
riage with the beautiful Ilosina, whom he first 
eaw on the battle-field of Magenta. Sho is 
the daughter of a simple drummer in the 
army; but the King's partiality has since 
made her a countess of Mirafiores. So ardent 
is his lore for her, that he told his Ministers, 
who tried to dissuade him from taking that 
step, that he would sooner renounce his crown 
than the marriage withbella Rosina. 

IfiyThe following is Governor Seymour's 
letter to the Albany meeting: 

Exkcctivr Dkpabtmhnt, May 16. 
I cannot attend the meeting at the Capitol 
this evening, but I wish to state my opinion 
in regard to the arrest of Mr. Valandigham. 
It is an act which has brought dishonor upon 
our country. It is fullof danger to our persons 
and our homes. It bears upon its front a con- 
8cous violation of law and justice. Acting 
upon the evidence of detailed informers, 
"shrinking from the light of day, in the dark- 
ness of night, armed men violated the house 
of an American citizen and furtively bore him 
away to military trial, conducted without 
those safeguards known to the proceedings of 
our judicial tribunals. The transaction in- 
volved a scries of offences against our mo3t 
sacred rights. It interfered with the freedom 
of speech; it molested our rights to be secure 
in our homes against unreasonable searches and 
sei/.ures; it pronounced sentence without trial, 
.save one which w»9 a mockery, which insult- 
ed as well as wronged. The perpetrators now 
seek to impose punishment, not for an offence 
against law but for the disregard of an invalid 
Order, put forth in the utter disregard of the 
principles of civil liberty. If this proceeding 
is approved by the Government and sustained 
by the pc pie, it is not merely a step toward 
revolution — it is revolution; it will not only 
lead to military despotism — it establishes mil- 
itary despotism. In this aspect it must be 
accepted or in this aspect rejected. If it is 
upheld, our liberties are overthrown, the safe- 
ty of our persons, security of our property, 
will hereafter depend upon the arbitrary will 
of such military rulers as may be placed over 
us, while our constitutional guarantees will 
be broken down. Even now the Governors 
and Courts of some of tho great Western 
States have sunk into insignificance before 
the despotic powers claimed and exercised by 
military men who have been sent into their 
borders. It is a fearrol thing to increase the 
danger which now overhangs us by treating 
the law, the judiciary, and the State author- 
ities wiih contempt. The people of this coun- 
try now wait with the deepest anxiety the 
decisions of the administration upon thesj 
acts. Having given it a Renerous support in 
the conduct of the war, we pause to see what 
kind of government it is for which we are 
Hfked to pour out our blood and our treasures. 
The action of the administration will deter- 
mine in tho minds of more than one half of 
the people of the loyal States whether this 
war is waged to put down rebellijn at the 
South or destroy free institutions at the North. 
We look for its decision with most 3olemn 
solicitude.

RESOLUTIONS PASSED BY THE LATE MEETING 
IN NEW YORK CITY. 

Whereas, within a State where the courts 
©f law are open and their process unimpedel, 
soldiers under the command of officers of the 
United States Army have broken into the res- 
idence and forcibly abducted from his home 
tho Hon. Clement L. Vallandigham; and 
whereas, a body of men styled a military com- 
mission have arraigned before them, and tried 
the said Hon. C. L. Vallandigbam, a civilian 
and eminent public man, for words spoken in 
the disrnssion^if public questions, before an as- 
assemblage cf his tellow-citzens; and whereas, 
the said military commission have sentenced 
him to a punishment as yet unknown, but 
which is to be announced in some military 
order, to be promulgated hereafter, therefore 

1. Reiblred, That we, the citizens of the city 
of New York here assembled, denounce the 
arrest of Hon. Clement L. Vallandigbam and 
bis trial and Eentence by a military commis- 
sion as a startling outrage upon the hitherto 
sacred rights of American citizenship. 

2. That th« exigencies of civil war require 
the fullest ..'! ■! freest discussion of public 
questions by the American people, to the end 
that their temporary public servants may not 
forget that they are the creatures of the pub- 
lic will and must respect the obligations and 
duties imposed upon them by the Constitution 
of their country, which is the authentic, sol- 
emn expression of that will; and that when- 
ever, upon the orders of military commanders 
and from fear of their spies and informers, 
American citizens not in the military service 
shall fail to approve or disapprove measures 
of public policy, to denounce or applaud the 
Commander-in-Chief and to advocate peace 
or war, as their judgments may dictate, they 
have cea.'ed to be freemen and have already 
becon c slaves. 

3 That we reverently cherish that great 
body of Constitutions, laws, precedents, and 
traditions which constitute us a free people, 
and that we hold those who designedly and 
peisislently violate them as public enemies. 

4. That we arc devotedly attached to the 
Union of these States, and can see nothing 
but calamity and wickedness in its disruption, 
and thall continue to advocate whatever pol- 
icy w« believe will result in the restoration 
of that Union. 

5. That at a time when our fellow citizens 
nre falling by thousands upon the battle-field 
and human carnage has become familiar, we 
implore the Federal authorities not to adopt 
the fatal error that a system of imprisonment 
and terrorism will subjugate the minds and 
stifle the voices of the American people. 

6. That we call upon the Governor of the 
State of New York and all others in authori- 
ty, as they value organized society and stable 
institutions, to save us from the humiliation 
and peril of the arrest and trial before military 
commissions of citizens whose only crime 
shall be the exercise of a right without which 
life is intolerable and republican citizenship a 
false name and a false pretence. 

7. That the refusal of the Judge of the dis- 
trict within which the Hon. C. L. Vallandig- 
bam is incarcerated to grant a writ of habeas 
corpus is in itself a nullification of the Consti- 
tution and an infamous outrage upon the clear- 
ly defined rights of the citizen. 

8. That we fully and heartily endorse the 
language of our noble and truly patriotic Gov- 
ernor addressed to the meeting assembled at 
Albany on Saturday, the liHh instint, that 
the arbitrary arrest and imprisonment of Mr. 
Vallandigbam is "an act which has brought 
dishonor upon our country, which is ' full 
of danger to our persons and homes, and which 
bears upon its front a conscious violation of 
law and justice." 

9. That while fully and heartily endorsing 
the manly and outspoken sentiments of the 
Governor of New York, we shall do all in our 
power to sustain him in his determination to 
preserve inviolate the sovereignty of our State 
and the rights of its people against Federal 
encioacbments and usurpation s

Out of that gallant army who, under Lyon, 
fought ths battle of Wilsan Creak bu arisen 
a host of commanders. They are found every- 
where throughout the country, but chiefly in 
the West. There was then present the usual 
complement of officers for a force of five thou- 
sand men. From them have been made six 
Major-Generals and thirteen Brigadiers. Col- 
onels, Lientenant-Colonelv, and Majors by the 
score have sprung from tho3e who were then 
either line or non-commissioned officers. From 
one company of the First Iowa Infantry thirty- 
seven commissioned officers are now in the 
service. Similarly, one company of the First 
Missouri has contributed thirty-two. It is a 
enrious fact that of the officers who survived 
the battle of Wilson Creek, not one has since 
been killed in battle, and only one has died 
from disease. In every battle for the Union 
the heroes of this terrible contest are found, 
and nowhere have they disgraced their old 
record. Is it not worth ten years of life to be 
able to say, "I was in the campaign with 
Lyon?" 

The Boston Commonwealth says that the 
Massachusetts colored regiment will go to 
Newbern, N. C, to join Gen. Wilde's brigade. 

The wife of Mr. John Otts, of Wilmington, 
Del., committed suicide last Friday, while in a 
fit of melancholy, brought on by religious ex- 
citement. 

On Saturday the new U. S. steam gunboat 
Pontine was launched at Philadelphia. 

A severe thunder storm passed over Phila- 
delphia on Sunday afternoon. Several houses 
were struck by lightning. 

A despatch received from a relative of Sena- 
tor Harlan, of Iowa, announces that he is so ill 
that be is not expected to recover. 

Mr. Cornell Jcwett, the self-appointed peace 
agent, has gone to England to urge interven- 
tion. 

Henry Berg, of New York city, ha^ been 
appointed secretary of legation at St. Peters- 
burg, vice Bayard Taylor, removed. 

Hon. Preston King, of New York, is named 
as successor to the late Madison Cutts, in the 
Second Comptrollershipof the Treasury. 

The new steamship Ticonderoga was put in 
commission at the Brooklyn navy yard on 
Tuesday last. 

Over 1,500 wounded soldiers of the twelfth 
army corps (Gen. Slocum) have been received 
into the corps' hospital, at Aquia creek, since 
the late battle. Two hundred wounded 
(among them forty officers) were brought in 
on Sunday from the enemy's lines. 

A grand trial of steam fire engines from all 
parts of the world is to take place in London 
on the first of July next, under the patronage 
of the Duke of Sutherland. The best engine 
is to receive $1,200, and the second best $500. 

The issue of legal-tender notes, it is stited, 
has been discontinued, and the blank notes 
now on band have been sealed up. The total 
amount of greenbacks in circulation is not far 
from $405,000,000.

B. J. Lossing is faithfully working on his 
"History of the Kebellion," and is accumula- 
ting a vast amount of reliable material from 
all available sources. 

H. T. Tuckerman, the accomplished scholar 
and essayist, has been for some time engaged 
in revising his various works, and intends 
bringing out a uniform and complete edition. 

Jacob Abbott is about completing a new 
series of juvenile books. 

Edward Everett is still at work upon his 
great book on "The Law of Nations." 

They are about to have a great Ship Canal 
convention at Chicago. The Chicago Tribune 
says it will be the largest assembly ever con- 
vened at the West. It is intended to be a mass 
meeting of all the friends of tho enterprise. 

The index to the London Times for the yexr 
1862 is among the last publications announced. 
The price of the volume is two dollars. 

The celebrated horse Ethan Allen has been 
purchased by Frank Baker, of San Francisco, 
for $16,000. 

About five hundred arrests have been made 
of known disloyalists in the interior of Mis- 
souri, who will all be shipped southward im- 
mediately. 

"You can't do that again," said the pig 
when the boy cut his tail ofl'. 

An announcement has been permitted to be 
made that our losses, all told, in the battles o' 
the 2d, 3d, and 4th inst , were not far from 30,- 
000, of which full 6,000 are believed to have 
been taken prisoners. We also lost 'M pieces 
of artillery and small arms estimated in num- 
ber at 10,000 to 20,000. 

Mr. Otenberg, United States Consul to Mex- 
ico, has just arrived in Washington, with 
voluminous despatches from Minister Corwin. 
He is of the opinion that the Mexicans will be 
able to resist the incursions of the French, 
and that, in the event of their being able to 
capture Puebla, they cannot reach the City of 
Mexico. The Mexicans fight with great stub- 
bornness, and their leaders display excellent 
generalship. 

The official report of Lieut. Col. Davis, of 
the 12th Illinois cavalry, who commanded 
one of the divisions of Stoneman's forces in 
tl.eir late famous raid, states that the only loss 
he sustained was three commissioned officers 
and thirty-three enlisted men. He brought 
with him one hundred mules and seventy-five 
hoists, besides destroying over a million dol- 
lais worth of property. 

The Prussian government i3 exercising the 
censorship over the telegraphs very strictly, 
so far as all news from Poland unfavorable 
to Russia is concerned. The journals in the 
easlern provinces aro filled with complaints 
of the manner in which the telegraph officials 
treat them. 

A Western editor is responsible for the 
following illustration ofjnvenile piety : "Pray 
God bless father and mother, and Anna by 
jinks I must scrabble quick to get into bed 
before Mary does."
